Sponsored by the Canadian Leg¬ 
ion in memory of Vulcan’s dead 
of two wars, the service was con¬ 
ducted by the Legion Chaplain.

Following the service a parade 
led the way-to the Memorial Stone, 
where wreaths from the Canadian 
Legion, the Ladies Auxiliary to the 
Legion and other organizations, 
and the families of the dead, were 
laid In memory of those who gave 
their lives.

Next Year, Says Fallow

Engineers’ Survey Is Now 
Completed and This Highway 
..Has Top Priority For 
((instruction Next Spring 

Addressing a meeting in the 
I O. O. F. hall Wednesday even¬ 
ing of this week, Hon. W. A. Fal¬ 
low, Minister if Public Works in 
the provincial government, gave 
definite assurance that No. 23 
highway would be rebuilt next 
summer. 

This highway was included in 
the program for rebuilding this 
past summer, said the minister, 
but the shortage of engineers pre¬ 
vented the survey from being com-, 
pie ted and plans call foivconst ruct¬ 
ion work to begin as soon as |his- 
sible next spring.' 

The highway to.be built will be 
of the standard gravelled type and 
there will be many changes in’ 
the route and location of the road. 
Mr. Fallow was unable to give 
qu.stkmers the exact route which 
will be followed, but stated that 
many railtoad crossings will be 
eliminated and, while it will be 
routed to serve the largest number 
of people possible, it will at the 
same timjjf be a more direct route. 

Increased Revenue 
The increased revenue now ob¬ 
tained by the province from the 
gasoline tax and licence fees is 
directly due to the better roads 
now enjoyed in the province, stated 
Mr. Fallow. Revenue from the gas 
tax and licences was only three 
"million dollars in 19 36, he *Said 
and by 1940 if had climbed to six 
million, due to tho increased use 
made of the roads and more tour¬ 
ist traffic. With a big increase 
ill the number of miles of hard 
surfaced and gravelled roads con¬ 
structed in the past two years and 
removal of the wartime gasoline 
’rationing, revenue from gas tax 
and licences had climbed to over 
ten million dollars in 1J147. 

Replying to a question as to 
whether the revenue from these 
sources was allotted to highway 
Construction, the minister stated 
that highway construction funds 
came out of general revenue. Thir¬ 
teen million dollars was spent on 
highway construction in A947, 
which was more than the revenue 
this year from gas tax and lic¬ 
ences. 

In 1945 he starled a "five year 
plan" lor highway construction, 
said Mr .Fallow, and with an es¬ 
timated expenditure of fifty mil¬ 
lion dollars over that period he 
Hon. Peter Dawson. M. L. A. 
for this constituency, preceded Mr. 


Fallow on the speaker's platform 
and defended the provincial gov¬ 
ernment's reluctance to assume 
fifty percent of the costs of ed¬ 
ucation in the province. 

In 1936 the province was only 
paying 12 'percent of the cost of 
education', he said, and this per¬ 
centage has risen until in 1947 the 
province was paying almost one 
third of the cost. 

Criticism has been made be¬ 
cause Ontario and British Colum¬ 
bia pay more towards the cost of 
education than Alberta does, but 
ihey have greater sources of rev¬ 
enue than has Alberta, he claimed. 
When the percentage of total rev¬ 
enue spent on education by each 
of tlie provinces is considered, Al¬ 
berta s contribution compares fav¬ 
orably. In the last fiscal year On¬ 
tario spent 24.7% of its total rev¬ 
enue on education, Alberta spent 
18.56'1 and British C 6 1 uni b i u 
14.01%. 

The Dominion Government con¬ 
tributes nothing towurds the cost 
of education, he pointed out. Such 
problems as increased grants for 
education can only be met through 
new avenues and sources of tax- 
- ation, he said, and it was hoped 
that the tax commission which is 
meeting at the present time to 
study the tax structure of the pro¬ 
vince will find the solution. 

Prior to the evening meeting 
Mr. Fallow and Mr. Dawson were 
guests of the executive and council 
of the Board of Trade at a dinner 
. meeting in lhe_ Imperial Hotel, M. 
R. Morrison, O. B. E„ president of 
the Board of Trade,, was chairman, 
and the Town and the Municipal 
District were represented by May¬ 
or W. D. Allan and Councillor 
Dan McNiven respectively. 

The annual convention of the 
Little Bow Social Credit Associat¬ 
ion was held in the I. O. O. F. Hall 
in the afternoon.

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program is based upon the coarse grains, hay and 
pasture, and in the total income return runs as high 
ns the income from grain. It would be a sorry day 
for Canada if we sloughed off our livestock enter¬ 
prise in favor of straight cereals and flax. It 'is 
going to require some sound thinking on the part of 
the- farm population to keep the farm program 
straight in the face of present wide variation in pri¬ 
ces. For instance, a 20-bushel crop of wheat will 
Lring $.'15, but a 30-bushel crop of barley will bring 
only $25, while a 10-bushel crop of flax will bring 
nearly $50. Yet the farmer knows that in the long 
tun, livestock and the coarse grains to feed them 
are his finest anchor and the way to good farming. 

“We hear there is just a bit of a tendency to spec¬ 
ulate in land now that we have $2 wheat for 1948. 
Remember What $2.25 wheat did to us in the early 
twenties. Lots of farmers loaded up with land which 
they were going to pay for in a couple of crops at 
that price. And they held it all through the twenties 
and the thirties and never got from under until the 
war came along. 

It’s better to play safe, and that’s what a majority 
of farmers will do .next year. Their cropping pro¬ 
gram will follow the course of the past 20 years. 
That’s sound.
